Robert Valentine, one of 
two sons of Mr. and Mrs. Loring 
Valentine, of E ast Mound street, 
who hav e been serv ing in widely- 
sN’parated theaters of war, has 
w ritten a v ery Interesting account 
of a trip he made through Korea, 
a trip which he term s, "a trip th at 
3 shall nev er forget,” and also 
w rites of the difficulties he had 
getting to Korea in the first place. 
His brother, Sgt. Donald Valen­ 
tine. who has been serv ing in the 
European theater 
w ith General 
George P atton’s famous fighting [ 
Third Army, is expected to arriv e 
home soon after being away 27 
m onths since his last furlough at 
home, 24 months of which time j 
was spent in the European w ar ■ 
theater. On June 14. eight da ys1 
after V-day. Donald was mov ed to 
France and participated in c a m -!

About Experiences 


In Far East 


VFC. KOL rt Valentine, one of 
two non* of Mr. and Mrs. Loring 
Valentine, of Fast Mound street, 
who have been serving in widely* 
separated theaters of war, has 
rn Hen a very Interesting account 
of a trip he mads through Korea, 
a trip which he terms, "a trip th at 
3 shall never forget,” and also 
writes of the difficulties he had 
getting to Korea in the first place. 
His brother, Sgt. Donald Valen­ 
tine. who has been serving In the 
European theater with General 
George Patton’s famous fighting 
Tb'rd Army. Is expected to arrive 
home soon after being away 27 
months since his last furlough at 
home, 24 months of which time 
was spent in the European w ar 
theater. On June 14, eight days 
after V-day. Donald was moved to 
France and participated in cam ­ 
paigns in 
Fiance, 
Luxembourg. 
Belgium and Germany, all the way 
through the bitter fighting until 
the war ended. 
Robert has w ritten to his par­ 
ents telling of the difficulties his 
unit encountered due to the ty ­ 
phoon on Okinawa. He 
writes. 
•’Acting on quick orders to get out 
of the way of the typhoon, our out­ 
fit gut on board a LST and put out 
to sea. Instead of running into 
safety, however, we ran right into 
the typhoon. For hours and even 
days we didn’t know' ju st what 
would happen to our bunch, but 
we were spared once more and 
landed a week later in Korea.” 
“Korea had at one tim e been a 
beautiful country but is very badly 
run doviti now " he writes. “Pee- ' 
pie here are scarcely more than i 
w hat I d call destitute but their ! 
rendition 
is 
improving 
slowly, j 
There are some beautiful places to 
visit and from what I’ve aeon here. I 
eonditiona m ust have been at one 
time quite the opposite of cond!- I 
tions now. 
“My work here isn’t too bad 
You see since moving the Brigade, 
we have heated living quarters in­ 
stead of tents. It is quite cold here 
compared to the Ryukyu islands. 1 
We have been issued new W inter 
clothing. Our eats are pretty good 
also. We now have steaks instead , 
of spam and cold cuts. I just re- ' 
turned from a IO day tour all over 
Korea as I drove 
the captain 
around to inspect the power plants. 
"We went in a jeep and the roads 
are very mountainous and in a 
terrible condition. We went arm ed 
for some of the Jap loving Koreans 
who still take pot shots at the 
Americans. There are no bridge* 
ao one m ust drivs through the 
screams. One place we went across 
on a ferry pulled hy tw o Koreans, 
and did they grunt trying to get 
Started across 
On our tour. we 
a v with our differ*”* outfits here. 
“tx e had an accident rn a m o u n -1 
tainnus ro?<d and our jeep upset 
and rolled over twice, hut without 
much damnsre except to the wind- ! 
shield, tom top. and bent fram e. ; 
No one was hurt and we all got 
back to our base in good shape. 
The trip was one that I shall never 
forget ”

ly ing are s, with a small plot of 
land, on which the owner resides 
but upon the products of which 
he does not depend for a livelihood.

PERHAPS because of the way 
the knee joint is constructed, it 
seems to be susceptible to a large 
number of different tjpes of in­ 
juries. As a result of these in­ 
juries, various parts of the joint 
may be damaged. 
In the knee joint there is a lin­ 
ing membrane, a capsule around 
the joint, and cartilages within the 
joint The lining membrane may 
become inflamed as a result of in­ 
juries. The ligaments on the inner 
side of the knee may become 
strained. Cartilages within the 
joint may become dislocated. 
Inflammation of Membrane 
Inflammation of the lining mem­ 
brane is called synovitis. An injury 
which produces synovitis may tear 
the capsule around the joint and if 
the blood vessels in the capsule 
are injured, a bloody fluid collects 
in the joint. • 
The knee is swollen and the knee 
cap is pushed forward. The knee is 
tender throughout, due to the in­ 
creased pressure of the fluid in the 
joint. The patient is unable to ex­ 
tend the knee and it ca not be bent 
completely. 
Treating Synovitis 
In treating synovitis it is sug- 
gr ted by Doctor (J. Edward Crane 
of Khode Island that the knee be 
put in a cast and kept there for 
from three to five weeks. 
Strain of the ligaments on the 
inner side of the knee may result 
from a twisting of the joint. The 
ligaments may be partially torn. 
VS hen this happens the amount of 
fluid in the joint is slightly in­ 
creased and there is tenderness 
over the inner side of the joint. 
In treating this type of injury 
it is well to put on a cast stretch­ 
ing from the toes to the hip. The 


cast is kept on from six to eight 
weeks and following its removal, 
the application of heat and mas­ 
sage is found useful in speeding 
up complete recovery. 
Severe Twisting 
Severe twisting of the knee may 
also cause dislocation of the carti­ 
lages. When this happens the pa­ 
tient cannot extend the knee and 
movement causes pain. Frequently 
the joint locks so that the knee 
cannot be either bent or straight­ 
ened. Often in such instances an 
operation is necessary for remov­ 
ing the torn cartilage. 
Still another condition affecting 
the knee is known as Osgood- 
Schlatter’s disease, which occurs 
in persons under twenty-one years 
of age. It appears to develop espe­ 
cially when there is poor circula­ 
tion to the joint. In this disorder 
there is a separation of a tendon 
which is attached to the knee cap. 
As a general rule, keeping the 
knee immovable for two months 
will cure this disturbance. 
When any injury to the knee 
joint occurs an X-ray examination 
could be made to determine th* 
condition present. Then proper 
treatment may be carried out.
